toms came to be associated with 
Christmas? 


Customs seem odd_ when one 
stops to think that Christmas is 
supposed to .be a. celebration of 
the birth of the Christ Child. What 
has a Christmas tree or- Santa 
Claus got to do with that? It just 
goes to show that even in a Chris- 
tian civilization people ‘still hold | 
on to pagan customs, 

Christmas in Aniericatn any 
country for that matter—dates 
back to a time long before ‘the 
Christian era when Romans ‘orna-. 
mented their temples and homes 


with green boughs and flowers for . 


Saturnalia, their season of mer-. 
rymaking and gift giving.. The 
Druids gathered mistletoe -with 
great ceremony and hung ‘it in 
their homes, while. the Saxons 
used holly;.ivy and bay. 

'. Castom Spreads 


Our. custom of decorating a. 


Christmas tree comes to us from 
the. Germans. It dates back to the 
Eighth ‘century, when Boniface, 
an English missionary- to Ger- 
many, replaced the sacrifices to’ 
Odin'’s sacred oak by a fir tree 
adorned in tribute to the Christ 
Child. 

It was Martin Luther who in-. 
troduced the use of lighted can- 
dies on. the-tree and Prince Al- 


bert; when he married Queen Vic-~ 


toria, brought the custom to Eng~ 
land. The German immigrants in 
‘turn. brought it to America. 
The first Christmas music’ was 
written in Latin and was, there- 
fore, too theological for popular 
acceptance, but in the Thirteenth 
century, under Francis of Assisi, 
the carol was introduced. It was. 
Francis’ idea to bring Christmas 
close to the people. A song in 
which the religious matter was 
treated in a festive style was just 


the thing to.do the trick. He also 


introduced, the, nativity scene.. 
Custom. Arises From Shoes’ 


Merrymaking was brought about 
by popular demand and Santa 


’ Claus is known to some’ as'Fath- . 


er Christmas, St. Nicholas, Kris 
Y’ringle, Father Noel, Yule Tom- 
ten, La Befana or Chriskindle. He 
is the counterpart of a bishop, who- 
lived in the third century and was: 
famed for. his unexpected gifts. 

The Dutch first took up this 
custom when their children set
